They. come from all walks of 
life, all educational and economic: 
backgrounds. Among them are 
retired farm workers, ministers, 
successful - business people, 
homemakers. You may have 
worked with them at U.S. Sugar, 
Gressinger and Sons, A Duda or 
South Bay Growers. They may 
have been a deacon in your 
church or babysat your children. 
They are mothers, fathers, 
grandparents, long time resi- 
dents of the Glades who have 
overcome many hardships to 
raise their families. 

What they have in common is 
Alzheimer's, an incurable illness 
that is slowly robbing them not 
only of-their livelihoods, but of 
their memories. 

The Alzheimer’s Community

titled, “Honoring our Heritage,” 
recognizing the contributions the 
seniors have:made to the Glades 
during their lifetimes here. 
Family members and caregivers 
shared biographical information 
and fond memories and lit a'can- 
dle in recognition of each partici- 
pant and each participant was 
presented with a rose. 

The Alzheimer’s. Community 
Care Association of Palm Beach 
and Martin Counties, Inc. 
(ACCA), which operates, the 
Specialized Memory Loss Day 

_ Care program from 8 a.m. - 5 
p.m. at the old Pahokee High 
Ist Street, was 


founded in 1996 by a group of 
concerned citizens, caregivers 
and donors who were committed 
to establishing and providing 
local programs and services for 
patients and caregivers of 
Alzheimer's diséase and related 
disorders. 

In addition to the day care pro- 
gram, the ACCA offers family 
consultagt programs, and sup- 
port groups for caregivers and 
other family -members of 
Alzheimer's patients. 

Curreritly the program; staffed 
by program manager -Lynette 
Wiseman, Family Consultant 
Sandy Choate, Program Nurse 
Kathy Davis and.program assis- 
tant Tracy Haithcock, serves 25 
patients, although: all don't 
attend every day. 

To determine whether a loved 
one is experiencing norrhal for- 
getfultiess or Alzheimer's, the 
ACCA suggests looking for the 
following symptoms: 7 

l. Job skills are affected by 
recent memory loss. While it's 
not unusual to occasionally forget 
assignments, the names of cer- 
tain colleagues or business phone 
numbers, and remember them 
later. People with Alzheimer's 
may. forget these things more 
often and not recall them later. 

2. Difficulty performing famil- 
iar tasks. Most people get dis- 
tracted at times and occasionally 
forget to do things like serve the 
bread until dinner is over. People 
with Alzheimer's disease could 
forget they made an entire meal 

3. Problems with language. We 


all have trouble finding the right 


word at times, but a person with 
Alzheimer's disease may forget 
simple words or substitute inap- 
propriate words or their sen- 
tences may become incompre- 
hensible. 

4. Disorientation of location 
ahd time. It isn't unusual to for- 
get your destination or even the 
day of the week for a brief 
momenit. People with 
Alzheimer's however can forget 
where they are, even on their 
own street. They can get disori- 
ented to the point where they 
don't know how they got where 
they are, and how they can get 
home. 

5. Lapses in judgement. People 
can become so absorbed in an 
activity that they temporarily 
lose track of the child they are 
watching, for example.- People 
with Alzheimer's could forget 
that they are caring for the child 
altogether. Alzheimer's victims 
may also dress inappropriately. 

6. Difficulties with abstract 
thinking. We can'all get confused 
when doing simple tasks like bàl- 
ancing the checkbook or paying 
bills when the task is a bit more 
complex than normal. A person 
with Alzheimer's could forget 
what the numbers are and not 
know what needs to be done with 
them. 

7. Misplacing objects. Everyone 
occasionally forgets where they 
put their car keys or their wallet. 
À person with Alzheimer's dis- 
easé may put things in inappro- 
priat) places, for example they 
may put their keys in the freez- 
ers.
